EGG PRICES ON 


FARMERS' MART 


ADVANCE AGAIN 


Egg prices advanced again on the 
Farmers market today. Large whites 
sold for 54 cent* a dozen and browns 
and mixed sold for 50 and 52 cents. 
This was an increase from a week 
ago of as much as six cents a doz­ 
en Supplies were fair. 
The market still has not emerged 
from the slump into which it was 
thrust by the heavy snowstorm of 
February 20, although the number 
of farmers on hand was slowly in­ 
creasing. 
Pork ha^ practically disappeared 
from the stalls. Offerings today con­ 
sisted only of .smoked meat. Smoked 
bacon was 65 cents a pound. 
Chickens were in good supply to­ 
day, 
with 
prices 
rem aining 
un­ 
changed. Fryers and roasters sold for 
60 cents a pound and capons for 
65 cent*. 
O ther O fferings 
There were a few offerings of tur- | 
nips at IO cents a quart measure \ 
and onions at the same price. Apples j 
remained at the level of $3 a bushel. J 
Potatoes were selling for $2 a bushel. 
Cabbage, becoming scarcer as the 
season advances, went up one cent 
today to six cents a pound. Sweet 
cream was 35 cents a pint; potato | 
salad, 20 cents a pint and cottage j 
cheese 20 cents a pint. A few pies 
were offered at 15 rents for small 
ones to 40 rents for large 
Cup cheese, after an absence of 
several weeks, was back at one m ar­ 
ket stall, selling for IO and 15 cents.

• Editor's Note; This is tile last of 
12 stones explaining who m ust do 
what about his income tax return)

Washington. March 8 
—This is 
strictly for people who. by March 15. 
must file an estim ate of their 1947 
income tax and make tile first pay­ 
m ent on it. 
Remember: You're only making ail 
estim ate. You can't know to the last 
penny what your 1947 income will be. 
The governm ent allows for some 
error. Tliat will be explained at the 
end of tills story. 
You'll need Form 1040es to file 
your 19.47 estim ate tax return. 
"Some 
people, 
depending 
upon 
their case, also will need either Form 
1040 or the instruction sheet which 
goes with it, so they can check the 
tax-table or tax-rate on the back 
of them. 
Allowance for Deductions 
If your 1947 Income will be under 
$5,000, you don't have to work out 
the 
estim ated 
tax 
step-by-step. 
You’ll find the tax on your income 
in the table on the back of Form 
1040. 
Included in th a t table is an al­ 
low ai ce—for under $5,000 people— 
of about IO per cent for deductions 
for things like charity and medical 
care. 
So they don’t have to worry about 
claiming 
deductions, 
unless 
they 
want to claim more th an IO per 
cent. In th a t case they can’t use the 
table. They will have to work out 
their tax. claiming the deductions 
they want. 
If you re in the $5,000 or over 
class, iou work out your 1947 esti­ 
m ated tax step-by-step—as you did 
in making your 1946 retu rn —and 
find your tax rate in the table on 
the back of the instruction sheet. 
The $5,000 or over people auto­ 
m atically can claim deductions of 
$500 when they figure their esti­ 
m ated tax. 
Must Be Proved 
If they w ant to claim more than 
the $500. they can but—they like any 
under—$5,000 people who want to 
claim more than their IO per cent— 
will have to prove them when they 
file their final return In 1948.
